.The public was already familiar with many of llie aims of 


(he proposed League of Nations, and how has them as they 
were read by President Wilson lo tho plenary session of the 
Conference a few days ago. 
The constitution includes a re- 


duction of armamenl, an international court of arbilraiion, 
provides for Ihe policing of the world to piotccl Ihe League's 
covenants, and commercial and financial boycotts against any 
power that disregards ils agreements. There will he freedom 
of the seas, and hi the future all intemalional treaties must be 
registered with llie League in order lhal no member shall be 


. left in the dark, and all treaties inconsistent with (his program 


will be abrogated as soon as the League comes into ollicial 
existence. War or threats of war in any parl of the world will 
receive (he allention of (he League, which is founded for the 
prevention of wnrs and. to secure and maintain the rights of 
nalions without recourse to arms. The plan includes an in- 
(ernalional court of juslicc the details of which are yet lo be 
worked out. 
The expenses will be divided among the mem- 


bers of the League and provision is made for the admission of 
nalions which do not fake parl in ils formation.

of Nalions which comes as an oulgrowlh of llie great world 
war.
